BLLACHLD fLOUR.

We have withheld comment oo the 
decision by ilte Supreme Court of the 
Untied States whicb sent the bleached 
four case b;ick for re trial, until oppor- 
! tuoity to read ihe decision in full. The 
deeieioQ was heralded tfarouehout the 
country as a blow to the pure food law 
and as a victory for the owners of the 
bloaohing patent and the millers who 
use it. An examination of the opinion 
shows that the Court disagreed with the 
trial judge who held that the Act pro- 
hibits the addition of any and all injuri 
ous substances to the goods regardless 
of the amount. The decision of the 
Supreme Court is to the effect thai ii is 
for juries to determine, upon the evi- 
dence submitted, as to whether the 
added poison will render the ariicle in- 
jurious to health. It has been impossi- 
ble for the physiological ehemisu of the 
country to agree. It has been, so far. 
impossible for the eonrts !• eome to any 
i agreement as to the application of Iho 
law. If such questions are to he finally 
determined by the juries, the Federal 
and State departments should issue a 
regulation requirioc floar to be plainly 
labeled showing when it '.h blftaehed, the 
substance with which it has been bleach- 
ed, and give all consumers opporiunity 
to be their own jur;^en 

Whatever uncertainty in the law or 
^ifferaooes betweea the ■ experts, there 
can be no honest reason why eonsomers 
should not be told when floor is bleached. 

Six years ago, Pr. Wiley, as a result 
of investigations made by several of the 
State pure food departments anil lliees- 
perts in his own bureau, and afier in- 
quiry throQfrhoutthe mlllingtrade, came 
to ihc conc'u.sioii il.at ariificial bleach- 
ing, with nitrous acid gas and similar 
ehemleals, was deterimental to both the 
food value of the flour and to heal: li. 
After six >ears of delay, ibe Supreme 
Court of the Uniied States decides -that 
the niiional pure law was so drafted by 
Congress as to require tliai if nitrous 
acid or other poisonoes subetanoea is put 
ii;tu a food prodLCi, it is necessary to 
show uciuai injury to health before the 
added poison ean be-prohibited. 

It is impossible, of course, lo show 
such immediate injury. The luild bil 
of fonnakMiyd* in th« mHfc, boraic acid 
in the meat, butter, or cream, the ben 
soate of soda in fruiis and vegeiable>, 
th4 flnoridea, salieylic acids, solphhes, 
known in medicine and pharmacy to bo 
delelerious in etfeci, do not cause ijtom- 
•eh-aohaor simllariy aenta conditiona 
all at once, but may, like the little drops 
of water, keep on wearjng, wearing, un- 
CH the most ragged oonetHntioo is af- 
fected. And, as the biscuit, Ihe sausage, 
the pint of milk, the spoonfnl of catsup 
or the spread of jelly must each be 
brought before iho court for considera- 
tion, it is impossible for any one to 
know, or prove, just what the effect is. 
with strong assumption that there is 
little or oo etfeci unless loo many bU* 
caits or too many links' of sausage, cov- 
ering a of period of years, aro eaten. all of 
which, however, are held lo bs immate- 
rial ts far as a particular bisealt or a 

particular link of sausage are riinnsmod 
under the law. The one biscuit is im 
material from the standpoint of health. 

The owners of the bleaching patents, 
and some of the millers, have hailed the 
dodsloB with grea» Joy. No inventloo 
of recant. yaafs has contributed so much 
advantafs and profit to the milling in- 
d OS try as artificial bleaching. The mil 
ler has been troubled wiili damp wheat, 
inferior wheats, and red Western wheats, 
and the aem petition for vhhenass has 
been acute. Furthermore, flour spoils 
afler it comes from the mill. The 
Ueaehittc praeeas was a remedy for ell 
these evils, and, in addition, enabled 
the miller lo produce a larger percent- 
age of patent, whiter floor, acd sell for 
higher prices. When Dr. Wiley took up 
the question, therefore, the milling art 
was rapidly becoming a matter of the 
most skillful in the use of the bleaching 
gas. Ur. Ladd, of North Dakota, made 
many experiments, eoaaiiog tq the con- 
clusion that bleaching injitrod the bak- 
ing quality of the llour and was other- 
wise qaeetioaabl*. Hie ezperimento were 
confirmed by Drs. Winton and llitch- 
sll, working in the Federal laboraiories' 
Dr. 8b«pherd, atato AnaljM of South 
Dakota, investigated and reported that 
the blaaching retarded digestion. Sec- 
rotary Wiheo gave the 'millers and the 
owners of the bleaching patents a hear- 
ing in Washington, and he. with Dr. 
Duolap and Mr. MeCaba, ograod wHh 
Dr Wiley that bleaching should be pro- 
hibited. Wiib this authority Dr. Wiley 
want to work Id onroreo the law. Seiz- 
ures were made in the Federal courts. 
Certain cases were selected for trial, and 
in saoh instaniM, with experts for both 
sides, the millers, and the soul of the 
case before the court, both the judge 
and the jnrlM doeided that bleaching 
should be prohibited. The question was 
taken to the United Suies Circuit Court 
of Appeals which held, in aobetance, 
that the law w<.s too weak lo warrant 
the prohibitmn of bleaching. This opin- 
ion was taken to the 8ap«eme Court o(, 
the United States and sustained. The 
United States Circuit Court of Appeals 
decided: 

"There was evidence that bleached 
flour did not improve with age in the 
manner ebara«Urtstle of unMsaehed 
flour, nor did it, as the claimant con- 
tended, suddenly take on the condition 
of f»^rly aged-Joar which had not 



been'SabJeeted to the bleaohing process. 
Tiiat ill dough made from bleached flour 
the gluten never attained the toughness 
found in djogh frosa unbleached and 
properly aged flour, and that this tough- 
ness was a valuable i>roperty in the mak- 
ing of bread. In other'wOrds, that as an ! 
ultimate result of the mixing of tlie flour 
with nitiogen pero.\ide gas the bread 
making quality had been iojarionsly 
affected. We are not concerned 
with the opposing testimony. It was 
for the jury to detemine the faot and 
the court did not err in refusing lo per- 
emptorily iaatruet for the claimant so 
far as' the etaim of adulteration was 
based on the first sabdivision before 
quoted." 

Because of seeh reason, the Federal 

and Slate departments will find sufficient 
law to require bleached Uour to be so la- 
beled, and will nndoohtedly issue such 
a regulation at an early date. During 
the "law's delay, ' pending a decision 
by the Snpreitfe Court, the bleaching 
has gone on, except in in a few states 
like North Daknoia and Keniucky, and 
with n9 means by which consoiMrB can 
exercise their preference between the 
bldached and the unbleached product. 
Lm the plain label teH the AMta. Plain 
labeling will give pure flour an opportu- 
nity to compete in the market lhai will 
greatly handi&p^ tbeeo who eontinne to 
bleach. Already one of the largest mills 
of the country is advertising |hat its 
floor ia not bleached or whitened ehenic 
ally, nor adnltered in any way whatever. 
Its color ia a rich, creamy white, not a 
dead, artificial white." Sadi flour is 
going to be preferred by consumers, and 
the milling concern in a position to so 
adversiise and to keep faith with the 
pubUc^'ill get the business.

Parcels Post For Farmeis' 

Products. 

{Vislmiislcr Ueneral Uurlesoii has am^ 
|di9ed the parcel post hgr tba establish- 
ment of a "farm products post," which 
can be ulilixed by farmers and truckers, 
for tba abipnont of crates of butter, 
eggs, vegetables, dressed poultry, etc., 
weighing between 30 and 50 pounds, di- 
rectly from the farm to the elty kitchen. 
The service, which wm aanoaneed by 
the Postmaster General recently, is pro- 
vided only for the flr»t and second zones, 
a distance of approximately 150 miles. 
Packages under 20 pounds must be se- 
curely packed, so that they can be band- 
led in mail sacka witb the ordinary 
mail matt er.

No one b^i a dyed in-tbe wool parli- 
«^ votf la tlie Kaotooky piimtry 
under the amended prtmary lav, enact- 
ed hy the late Qener^l Assembly. The 
amended tot atfietly doAooa tho qualifi- 
ca'ion in the law that a voter "must be 
a member of the parly for whose nomi- 
nee bo'intanda to «ota, and shall have 
affiliated with said party." It says "no 
person shall be deemed to have affiliated 
with the party for arhaoe nominee bo in- 
tends to oast his vote if lie voted against 
the nominee or nominees of such parly 
at the laat aeneral oleotioo."
